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Stresses Need 
jpor Unity in 
Future Plans 

Dr. J. C. Meakins 
Gives Address 
On Réhabilitation 



' ."Rehabilitation depends on 
unity," stated Dr. Jonatlion C. 
^leakins, O.B.E.- in an address 
given to the Conference Rclia- 
bilitation Committee yesterday 
afternoon in tlic Union Grill 
Room. Tlie subject of liis ad- 
dress was "Canada's Program 
for Ex-Ser\'icemen". Before in- 
troducing tlic speaker Eduard 
DeJean, tlie cliairmnn of tlie 
Committce emphasized the impor- 
tance of the coming conference. As 
this was the first open meetlns of 
the commitlee, he asked Jacl< 
Spival<, one of its members to out- 
line the different aspects of the 
subject under discussion. These 
were: Immediate post • discharge 
measures, vocational guidance and 
technical training, medical atid 
psychological problems, formal 
education, the continuation of for* 
mal education, development of 
good citizenship, and the re-estab- 
lishment of family lite. 

In his introductory remarks. Dr. 
Me&kins stated there were four 
classes of veterans to be oonsidered 
with regard to rehabilitation: the 
skilfully employed, such-, as artis< 
ans, technicians, or members of the 
various professions, casual laborers, 
men who were drifters, and had 
more brains than brawn, ex-school- 
boys or college students, and men 
who could be classified as members 
of the general population. 

One of the first problems to be 
dealt with will be that of the rela 
tionshlp betwoen the returned man 
and members of his own Immcdi&te 
iamlly. Many men will return home 
to childriénH>><y 1^'^ babies, and 
find thein grown xhildrcn, or return 

-to babies they have never seen.' 
This will require much adjustment, 
especially in the case of adolczcent 
fsthers. Adjustment will also be 

■•needed in the reestablishment of 
relationships betv\een mothers and 

■fathers with their veteran son. be 

'tA\-een husbands and wives, and be- 

'tween engaged. couples. 

: ' Another problem to be faced by 
returned veterans will be that of 
finding Beciirily within soeicly, be- 

.cause of the difference of outlook 
between -civilian life and military 
life. In the army a man knows who 
are his enemies and who are his 
friends; he doesn't have to depend 
solely on himself for his own safe- 
ty, but also on his comrades. A 
place to live, and clothing to wear 
arc provided by his quartermaster 
sergeant, while his wife's allowance 
and his own pay arc looked after 
by the paymaster. In civilian life, 
on the other hand, the law of so- 
ciety is "every man for himself." 
This different way of life, while it 
might not affect the, material wel- 
fare of the returned serviceman, 
could result in mental conflicts. 

l^Ls can be avôl(ied to a certain 
ejttent by providing better housing 
conditions and better hospitalUa- 
tlon. Veterans should be welcomed 
back into civilian life, on an equal 
footing with other citizens and not 
forced into a class apart. Their 
problems should be known and 
understood, and they should be 
given care and training, then

Modem labs, and 
teaching facilities in the physical 
sciences have not their counterparts 
In the older humanities depart 
ments. In medieval times, the whole 
structure of life depended on the 
humanities, and today they are 
even more Important, but they need 
\o be developed more and brought 
up to their previous high standard 
by research work .-and invesUg» 
tlon.

Foilowing your suggestion that the ISS of China and the National 
Student Relief Conunlttec consult together about the best way to divide 
the money so that it might be most effectively spent for the benefit of 
Chinese students, wo have held a joint discussion and have determined 
upon the following appropriations: ' , 

$200,000 national currency is to be spent for textbooks to be placed 
in the. Siudent Center maintained by the ISS at Shapingpa. The 
books piirchased with this money will have an appropriate book- 
mark affixed to them in order that students using them .may know 
that these arc a gift from student friends In. Canada. 
. „ 1100,000 national currency ls to be used by the ISS Committee to 
establish scholarships for selected students, which will be known by 
some name such as Canadian International Scholarships. 

$500,000 national currency Is to be spent for winter clothing and 
bedding to be given to students of Honan University. This University, 
as you know, suffered greatly under the attack of the Japanese last 
May, and the students now relocated at a small town oil tho ShensU 
Honaii border are practically destitute and desperately In _need of 
clothing 'and bedding. The NSRC.has already given eraèrge'ncy help 
' through its local student relief committee there but the need of these 
students is very great and especially for clothing and bedding now 
in the cold weather. Practically everything was lost in the evacuation. 
Here again it will be explained to the students that this help is an 
expression of friendship on the part, of Canadian students.

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"Do You Think ....?" 

An intriguing occupation— not to say, fad^ 
whicli has arrived on the back of the twentieth 
cèntury seems to be the astonishing interest in 
polling people with a view to disclosing public 
opinion. The activity has many aspects and 
results,— some of them not bej'ond criticism, 
some highly beneficial, and all of them interest- 
ing.. Today, bèing the debut of a caiupus-wlde 
poll to be run each week by The Daily, a dis- 
cussion of the activity seems in order. 

Certainly, a large number of those interest- 
ed in polling the public, aim at the materialistic 
end of being able to use, as the punch-line of an 
advertisement,— "Nine out of every ten smokers 
use Blank Tobacco." And certainly, the com- 
mon knowledge of what the people think can, 
and has been used by opportunistic politicians 
to build up a psychologically-effective cam- 
paign. 

Also possibly the adage about democracy 
being rule by the ignorant on the grounds of 
being the more numerous, can find some mighty 
potent proof in the advertising which uses polls 
• to sell its goods. No intelligent man is going 
to admit that just because 9 out of 10 persons 
have found a certain cigarette agreeable, that 
cigarette is therefore tho best on the market 
and the best that èvér will be on tho market. 
This last gives an added clue to the danger of 
using polls to set the standard of values. They 
tend to look backwards, rather than ahead, 
f*:- • But to leave the subject there, would bè to 
. present an inadequate and inaccurate evalua- 
.tion of polling and the publicizing of public 
opinion. The fact that polls have been used 
^, for purposes which are not above reproach, does 
not say that they are not valuable, and that 
they cannot be used for socially-desirable ends. 
Quite apart from the kick people get out 
of knowing what all the people around them 
think on, a certain topic, there is tho tremendous 
valtie iii|tl|iëjîmpeta8?gîven the average man to 
think on important issues and to be able to com- 
pare his opinions. 

In addition to tjiis encouragèment to par- 
ticipate in stating a viewpoint on international 
and local problems, polling has proven valuable 
in giving men what they need and want most in 
their everyday life. And those things may vary 
from the discovery of a new gadget which will 
facilitate housekèéping, to the leading of a na- 
tion according to "the will of the people, when 
an election or plebiscite may not be in order. 

As far as the facetious quip about democ- 
racy is concerned, it ratist .be admitted that de- 
mocracy has many flaws, and that not the least 
of these is the inadequate qualifications of 
vôtèrs to choose the better candidate. However, 
men have had plenty of reason for believing 
that it is still the best form of government, and 
that our aim must be to make iinprovements 
within it. 

. Today The D^ily is beginning its poll on 
stùdènt opinion at McGill. In the coming weeks 
many questions will be asked tl^e students. They 
will have the opportunity not only of replying 
"yes" or "no", but also of elaborating on their 
anàwérs. Reasons for opinions are often more 
important and more instructive than the 
opinions themselves. It is The Daily's intention 
that its poll should not only entertâin and in- 
terest the studenU,;,l^tJt that it will also be a 
means of increadtig— the subject of today's poll 
—that very valuable" and eliisive virtue, entitled 
"collège apirit".

PUBLIC CONFERENCES 
Under the auspices of two great 
institutions, "L'Institute Scientifique 
Franco>Canadien" and the A.CF. 
A.S. (Association canadienne-fran 
calse pour l'avancement des sden 
ces), a series of public conferences 
of a cultural nature is held each 
year at the university. ' 

This week, Mr. Rougler, Doctor 
in Letters, professor at La Sor 
bonne, first president of the inter 
national congress of philosophy at 
La Sorbonne, brought to a close a 
series of conferences on the idealis- 
tic origins of hltlerian warfare.. Mr. 
Rougler' addressed thé students of 
the Social, Political and Economic 
Sciences. 

The eminent professor, Mr. Lu- 
cien Bronha, began on, the second 
of February a series of lectures on 
the Physiology of Work. These lec- 
tures arc particularly intended for 
the medical students. Mr. Bronha Is 
professor at the medical faculty of 
Liege and Research Fellow of the 
Laboratories,, of ; Harvard. Boston. 
These conferences are held in the 
amphitheatre at 4 every Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday at 5 o'clock. 

Al the latter faculty. Professor 
Alfred Ernout recently arrived 
from France, affiliated to the Col> 
lege de France, inaugurated a ser- 
ies of 10 lectures on the History ot 
the Latin Language. Mr. Ernout is 
a member of the Institute and is 
considered as one of the greatest 
contemporary latinists of IVance. 
These lectures are held on Monday 
from 2.30 to 4.30 in the amptiithca- 
tre D'42S.- The second conference 
will be held nùct^Monday.^ 



After this first series, there will 
be a second, bearing on the "Meth 
odolosy of Latin." 

About the 9th of February, Mr, 
Claude Bourcier, professor at Mid 
dlebury College, will speak on "The 
Problem of Evil" in the French 
Literature of the 10th and 20th cen- 
tury. He will especially consider 
the' various romanticist attitudes to 
wards Evil and Pain.' His lectures 
will be held daily except Saturday 
at S o'clock, amphitheatre H 4. 

Dr. Gregory Zillboory will give 
3 conferences, the date of which 
will be announced later. These con- 
ferences will be sponsored by the 
"Institute de Psychologie" of our 
university. 

These are a few of the public 
lectures being given at the univer 
sity. 

There are also two other courses 
given in the Faculty of Social Econ 
omlc and Political Sciences. Mr. 
Rene Riestelhuber, former ambas- 
sador of France to Canada, licensed 
In briental languages and In history, 
and Mr. Oscar Halccki, present pre 
sident of the Polish Institute of 
New York and professor at Ford 
ham University, are giving courses 
open to the pul^lla Mr. Riestelhuber 
is now spéàiclng'^h Syria and on 
tho French influence in the near 
East. Mr. Haleckl treats of the His 
tory of the Slavic Nations. 

These lectures are also given in 
the amphitheatre mentioned above. 
Wednesday and Friday nighU from 
7.45 to 9.00 o'clock. They are open 
to all, and McGill students are par 
ticularly welcomed.

Canada's lack of expcndittires 
on research was strongly criti 
eizecluby ^A. R. ,0. Cadenhead, 
i\ïiË;LC.f^dirccior of chemical 
development, Shawlnigan Che- 
micals Limited, SImwinigan 
Falls, Que., at a recent address 
in Winnipeg ai the president's 
dinner of the Engineering Insti 
tutc of Canada. He also pointed 
out that "there is a definite 
shortage of trained scientific 
workers in Canada."

Canadian expenditures on re> 
search are greatly below those of 
the Soviet Union, where per capita 
expenditures range from eight to 
ten tiroes greater. They are much 
below those ot the United States 
where expenditures are compara 
ble to, those of Russia. And they 
are from one haU to one third 
those of Great Britain in propor' 
tion to population. 

Mr. Cadenhead went on to point 
out that ths Japanese induttrlal 
and government laboratories 
better financed than any others in 
the world. However, the ultimate 
value ot research must be meaiured 
in terms of effectiveness and effi> 
clency as welt as in terms of total 
expenditure. Allhougli Great Brit 
ain is far behind in quantity, it is 
known that its qublity is very high. 

Whereas private industry pro 
vided for 33 per cent of the total 
expenditure in 1034. it accounted 
for only 7 per cent, in Canada In 
1038. "These figures," continued Mr 
Cadenhead. "provide ample scope 
for consideration by thinking Can* 
adlans as to what is to be Canada's 
position in the post>war picture as 
an indépendant nation, self-con- 
tained and something more than an 
exporter of raw materials to the 
outside world." 

Personnel Important 

In answer to the question "What 
is Canada's present capacity for re- 
search?" the speaker listed research 
personnel as of first and fundamen- 
tal importance. "Since the begin- 
ning of the present war," he said, 
"there has been and still is a defin- 
ite shortage of trained scientific 
workers in Canada." 

Industry and the professions 
should take heed of this situation 
before it gets out of hand. By 
ample fellowships, they should en- 
courage many young men to remain 
in educational Work in order that 
their own full need can be met in 
the near future. 

Mr. Cadenhead quoted some fig- 
ures released by the Wartime Bu- 
reau of Technical Personnel of the 
Dominion 'Department ot Labor, 
showing that ot the 1.700 scientific- 
ally trained graduates from all 
Canadian universities. 1,200 are 
claimed by the armed forces, leav- 
• ing only SOO to replace a greater 
number ot technical personnel in 
the Dominion who die, retire, or 
are otherwise removed. So there 
is an actual deficit to supply the 
demands of industry. 

The sncttage It acute in the fields 
ot physics and ot electrical and 
mechanical engineering. Better 
trained men still migrate to the 
United States, and many good men 
have been lost to Canadian indus- 
try. . ^

The nialn 
program of the party was to 
have economic security and 
practical equality of opportun- 
ity. As one member stated, 
"Equality of Income is best 
criterion of equality ot satis- 
faction." At the same time, the 
C.C.F. recognized that they 
can't guarantee security and 
prosperity without recurring 
depressions as long as the peon- 
iraiyjor^e^atlon Irenialned^

In speaking of democracy as 
it existed to-day in Canada, the 
following definition was given; 
"The people have the right to 
enjoy tne freedoms ot demo< 
cracy but haven't the ability to 
enjoy the rights they supposed- 
ly have already." A more de- 
finite educational program as 
advocated in the C.C.F. Mani- 
festo would remedy this situa-

Stresses Need lor Unity 
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"Psycliiatrio treatment will be 
required by fewer returning vet' 
crans than anticipated, although 
the central > problem of adjust 
ment would bo increased,'* de- 
clared Dr. Lydia G. Giberson, 
chief psychiatrist of the Metro 
politan Life Insurance, of New 
York City, in an address deliv- 
ered in Moysc Hall recently. 
This lecture was the second in 
the Studies in Supervision scries 
sponsored by the National Brew- 
erics Limited. 

Men Want To Come Heme 

"I think the problem dissolves it 
self Into this: that tragically there 
win be definite psychiatric victims 
of military service, but I think it 
may bo safely assumed that these 
will be the responsibility of the 
government, and will remain so un- 
til such time as they can be reab 
sorbed. As for the great mass of 
returning- men. It has been my per 
sonal experience that they have re 
malned essentially unchanged by 
military service and motivated 
largely by a feeling of relief in be- 
ing able to assume tl)eir clviUon 
status . . . these men want nothing 
more than to get a dirty job over 
with and' get back home— and In 
that word "home" you have the 
cbroUary of a living and the means 
thereto. !; Very few have been In- 
noculated with the virus of milltar 
ism." 

Doctors Must Hel^ 

"Where industrial physicans were 
available, they could and should 
contribute substantially" in keep 
ing a clear vigil over the physical 
and mental health ot the veteran, 
as well as point out any danger 
signs to personal administration^ 
Where such medical facilities did 
exist however", she added, "I can 
offer few of the simpler manifest- 
ations which might affect not only 
the veteran but any member ot an 
Industry's personnel." 

These manifestations. Dr. Giber 
son listed as a marked change In 
habitual personality, reactions, pe 
culiar behavior or mannerisms 
heretofore not exhibited. 

"These are conditions which may 
confront a supervisor at any mo 
mont" she warned. "His inlelll 
gent understanding can go far to 
prevent further dislocation among 
fellow workers, and his sympa 
thetlc referai of the conditions to 
proper medical or personal author 
itics would be an Important solu 
tion of the immediate problem." 

She continued to point out the 
necessity for outside general medi 
cal or psychiatric health guided by 
a forward-looking organization in 
the community. 

"Your supervisor Is the veritable 
keystone of your production arch. 
On him rests the workaday respon 
slblllty of getUng a job done. With 
him lies largely the issue of labor 
turn-over. He is the guardian of 
plant morale. He Is the great rap- 
port between management and 
worker. He deserves your most 
careful attention, training and con- 
sideration. Executive may come and 
go but the supervisor is the spirit 
of the man at the bench— he is the 
voice of labor stability. Never for- 
get him."

Pitta, past president of the 
Royal Architectural Institute of 
Canada, and George H. Campbell, 
president of the Montreal Real 
Estate Board, will answer ques- 
tions on "The Home in the Com- 
munity. Where to Build It." Spe- 
cial microphones will pick up the 
answers.
